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REMARKS 

Applicants thank the examiner for his examination to date and indication of the 
allowable claims. 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 5-9, and 13 are currently being amended. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 1-17 are now pending in this 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 5-9 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicants regard as the invention. 

In response, applicants have amended the claims 5 - 9 to more clearly indicate what is 
being further limited in each claim. 

Additionally, applicants have amended claim 1 3 to remove any issues of antecedent 
basis in the claim. 

Objections - Abstract of Disclosure 

In response the examiner's objection to the Abstract, Applicants provide a new 
Abstract in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1 .72. The new Abstract is free of phrases that can be 
implied as indicated by the examiner. Additionally a marked-up version is provided showing 
the changes relative to the old Abstract. This amendment does not introduce any new matter. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
